Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 18 and 20-34 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record (Fraim, Mass) fail to disclose the features as claimed including the transverse 
webs and covering hood disclosed. Independent claims 33 and 34 as filed disclose 
such limitations and are therefore deemed allowable for these reasons. As all 
remaining claims ultimately depend from either claim 33 or claim 34, they are found to 
be allowable for the same reasons.
